In California a couple
wishing to marry must first
take medical examinations
to see if either one has a
contagious venereal disease.
The medical certificate can-
not be more than thirty
days old when the couple
applies for the license.
Otherwise no county clerk
can issue a marriage license

Formerly you had to
marry in the same county
that issued the license, But
no longer. You may marry
in any county in the state,

The clerk may not issue
the license where one or
both applicants are under
the influence of liquor or
drugs, or where they seem
not to know what they are
doing. In California there
are no racial restrictions on
licenses, nor may the coun-
ty clerk refer to race on

SACRAMENTO — A bill,
AB 1601, by Assemblyman
Larry E. Townsend (D-Tor-
rance) aimed at eliminating
the problem of registration
and licensing of leased
school buses used for other
purposes during the summer
months, has been signed by
the governor.
